SPOKE OF HER EXPECTED 
DEATH OVER TELEPHONE 





Motherless for Four Years, Girl Grieved That 
Care of Her Sister Prevented Her Receiving 
Attentions of Admiring Youths--Bodies 
Found in a Creek: 





Burdened with the care of an invalid 7-year-old sister, Cora Lead- 
erbrand, 17 years old, bade her father “Good-by” Wednesday after- 
noon and led Carrie, the little one, by the hand to the bank of Sugar ~ 
Creek, shot the child to death and ended her own life in expiation. 
The Leaderbrand homestead is 7@ miles northeast of St. Louis and a 
few miles south of Springfield, Ill. 

Joseph Leaderbrand, the father, found the bodies in the clear 
water of the shallow stream Wednesday night, and later the small 
cheap revolver with which Cora wrought the tragedy was recovered - 
from the water. There was a bullet wound in each child’s temple, an 
death for both had apparentlv been instantaneous. 

Leaderbrand told a Post-Dispatch reporter over the telephone that there 
could be no doubt Cora had killed her sister and herself. 

“Cora had nearly always stayed at home and cared for Carrie,” the father 
said. “She didn’t seem to want to go out as other girls do. She loved ays 
but lately she has seemed discontented. She didn’t complain much te o>" 
thought everything was all right. 


“The girls left the house at about 2 o'clock, and I did not suspect cngthbig’ a? 
was wrong until about 6 o’clock. Then, when they did not show “Pp. I wast

“T guess it was about 7 o’clock when I found Cora’s sunbonnet and shoes, 
with Carrie’s cap, near the bank of the creek. Neighbors were helping me 
search for the girls, and they ran up when they heard me cry out. We were 


searching with lanterns, and it was an hour before we found the first body, 
It was not long after that when we got the other, Then the Sheriff dragged 
the stream and found he revolver. I have no tidea where Cora got the 
pistol. 
“Carrie couldn’t walk very well, and Cora had to help her about. Wheat 

Carrie was a baby she couldn’t walk at all. They loved each other, and 
we can’t imagine what possessed Cora to kill the little girl. We are making 

arrangements to have the funeral tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock here at 

the house, and we will bury the children together in Brunk graveyard.” 

Since the death of Mrs. Leaderbrand two years ago and the marriage 

of Cora’s older sister to Joseph Herbeter of Red Cloud, Neb., Cora has been 

the “Little Mother” of the farmer’s home. The care of her younger sister, 

who was. often fretful and cross on account of the infirmity which from 

babyhood had affected her, fell entirely on the older girl. Of an affection-— 
ate and cheerful disposition, Cora seemed at first to find pleasure in this duty, 
and the two girls were constantly seen together, 

But as Cora grew older, and youths from the surrounding towns and coun< © 
try became attentive to her, the care of her sister became more irksome, 
Cora, robust and strong, could not always understand the whims and fretful- 
ness of the little invalid, who was always with her and hindered the atten- 
tions young men wished to pay her. She had com plained to her father that 
she was becoming an old woman before her time. 


TELEPHONED SUGGESTION OF DEATH. 


Cora telephoned Wednesday afternoon to Mrs. George Leaderbrand, an 
aunt, who is a neighbor. asking her to come that evening to the home. She 
told her aunt she felt ill.

“Yes, even the big, strong girls get sick sometimes,” the girl answere@ 
wearily.

While the deepest impression Memor- 
lal day and its ceremonies make is that 
of individual heroism, one still cannot 
forget the enormous effort of the whole 
people as a nation and the burdens they 
gladly assumed to maintain the nation- 
al integrity and to excise the cancer of 
Slavery that was eating away national 
life. The greatness of our nation in the 
Struggle of our Civil War is now recog- 
nized and in the perspective of 40 years, 
there is none to decry or belittle it. In 
the making of history in a republic, 
however, the political party struggles 
full of bitterness and criticism 
that a considerable time must elapse 
before the credit or lack of it properly 
to be ascribed to a free people for car- 
rying out any policy can be measured. 
There are those who look to the past to 
find national virtue and contemplate the 
period of national degra- 
dation. y impeach the motives of 
those who guide national councils and 
in the odium politicum are blind to the 
broad facts which must lead the impar- 
tial historian to reach a conclusion 
wholly at variance with the pessimistic 
view of such critics. The best illustra- 
tion of what I am saving is in the at- 
titude of a certain class of critics to- 
ward our policy in respect of the Span- 
ish War and the problems which fol- 
lowed it. 

Paes of Recent History. 

I ask your attention today, therefore, 
to the page of the nation’s history cov- 
ering the last nine years, with the hope 
of showing that there never has been, 
on the part of any country, a. greater 
exhibition of pure altruism than that 
exhibited by the United States from the 
beginnnig of the Spantsh War down to 
the present day, toward the _ peoples 
who were immediately affected. As we 
read the history of a man or a nation, 
that which excites our admiration is 
courageous action for wnich no motive 
can be found save wuiat of a desire to 
discharge a duty to mankind. A study 
of the conduct of our nation with re- 
spect to Cuba, Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines, covering now nearly a decade, 
ought to fill every American with pride. 

| do not mean to say that there 
were not Americans who entered upon 
the war, or favored the Cuban or the 
Philipipne policy from motives of sel- 
fishness, and with a hope of increas- 
ing our trade and enlarging our do- 
minion from the mere love of exploit- 
ation and empire, but the great body 
of the people went into and fought 
out the Cuban War, assumed the bur- 
den of temporary government of 
Cuba, and the more or less perman- 
ent gOvernment of Porto Rico, fought 
out the Phillppine wars and assumed 
the government of th Philippines 
all from a sense of duty, and that 
most reluctantly because they could 
net forese the extent of the burdens 
which we were taking up. In_ 18988, 
it is hardly necessary for me to re- 
call the resistance that President Mc- 
Kinley offered to the popular move- 
ment that carried him slowly but 
surely to the point of an open conflict 
with Spain... That which the Aimeri- 
can people believed to be the oppres- 
sion of the Cuban people, the mis- 
geverned of that beautiful island, and 
the centinued failure of Spain to re- 
store any kind of order—all compelled 
the United States to interfere to pre- 
vent a continuance of that which 
neemed to our people to be an Iinter- 
national scandal at the doors of this 
country: and as we went into it, in 
order that we might free ourselves 
from the charge of land-grabbing or 
spirit of conquest, we made the dec- 
laration that we would not retain 
(aba, bat would make her an inde- 
pendent repablic as soon as circum- 
atumces would permit. The wisdom of 
thix self-denying deciaration has of- 
ten heen questioned, and It am not 
prepored myself to say that it was 
the wiser course to pursuc.

complete tranquility reigns. Under the 
Spanish regime there was in the island 
a force of over a thousand rural guards, 
besides a thousand municipal and urpan 
police, and in addition the regular Span- 
ish army of 4000 men and several regi- 
ments of militia. Ladronism was by 
no means rare. 

Down to the last day of Spanish rule 
there was not in this island, containing 
a million people, a single building con- 
Structed for or dedicated to public in- 
Struction, and the enrollment of pupils 
was but 21,000. There are today in this 
island 97 such buildings and the enroll- 
ment of pupils has reached the number 
of 130,000, In the last vear of Spanish 
rule there was expended $35,000 in gold 
for public education. JJnder the present 
Government there is expended a total 
Of $854,000 each year. 

Now About the Philippines, 


The fortune or misfortune of the Cu- 
ban War carried us to the Philippines. 
The exigences of the situation: brought 
us into such relations- with Aguinaldo 
and the Filipino troops in insurrection 
against Spain that when peace came 
we could not turn the islands back to 
Spain. Our interrational obligations, 
and the welfare of the people of the 
country, prevented us from turning the 
government over to the military forces 
commanded by Aguinaldo. His attempt 
to carry on a government had been a 
failure. The failure would have been 
colossal, had he been given more re- 
sponsibility. The only alternative was 
for us to take over the islands our- 
selves and administer the government 
until by gradual training in partial 
self-government the people might be- 
come so acquainted with the art and 
responsibilities of government that we 
could ultimately leave the islands. <Ac- 
cordingly, we undertook first the estab- 
lishment of order in the islands, and 
then the maintenance of civil govern- 
ment. In the course of this we had 
first to disperse Agutnaldo’s army and 
then to suppress the guerrilla warfare 
which the country was well adapted 
to encourage and facilitate. In estab- 
lishing order we expended $170,000,000. 
As order was established from place to 
place, municipal governments were sect 
going with complete autonomy. Pro- 
vinclal governments were established 
with a governing board of three,- in 
which two of the. officers were appoint- 
ed, and one, the Governor, was elected. 

Having established order by use of the 
military, a Philippine Constabulary was 
created, consisting of some 5000 men, 
who police the islands. Considering that 
the islands contain a population of now 
more than 7,000,000, this Constabulary 
force is not excessive. The American 
troops in the islands number about 1.,- 
0. There is also a Philippine military 
force known as the Philippine Scouts, 4000 
in number, that are really enlisted men 
of the United -~.ates army. The ex- 
penses of the United States in the is- 
lands from year to year are about $,- 
000,000, In support of the army over and 
above what would be expended, were 
there no Philippine Scouts and were the 
army housed in the United States. 

During the threat of famine in 
and 1903, arising from the death of most 
of the draft cattle of the islands due to 
rhinderpest, Congress voted $3,000,000 to 
be expended for the purpose of reliev- 
ing suffering. 

As soon as the Americans reached the 
islands, even while war was flagrant, 
schools were established, and now there 
are reading, writing and reciting in 
English in the Philippine Islands, 500,000 
children daily. The unfortunate condi- 
tions under which the use of some seven 
or eight different languages in different 
islands and different parts of the same 
island prevented a common medium of 
communication is gradually to be reme- 
died. More people speak english than 
Spanish now, and in a generation the 
language of the islands will be English 
unless the present policy is changed. In- 
dustrial and secondary schools are being 
established in every province, and the 
Philippine child by manual training Is 
being taught the dignity of laber, 
though in his father’s time it had al- 
ways been regarded as a badge of hu- 
miliation, * * 

The Necessity of War.

stimulate business, to elevate and edu- 
cate the people, to maintain and pre- 
serve order, to introduce internal im- 
provements of all sorts into the islands, 
to build roads and bridges and har- 
bors, and gradually to enlarge as far 
as possible the control which the na- 
tives shall have over their own local 
Government. There have been times 
when abuses have crept into the admin-

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THE BUSCH BILL AMENDMENTS. 

There can be no reasonable objection to the 
proposed public hearings on the pending bill for 
the amendment of the Busch Railway ordinance. 
It is to be assumed that tho gentlemen who have 
the bill in hand are looking for the best results 
obtainable to the public, and discussion can only 
enlighten. 

The conditions under which the amending Dill 
is being considered are peculiar, in the fact tha‘ 
the measure was introduceu for the purpose of 
inserting provisions which the last House of Dele- 
gates had intended to incorporate, but which 
were omitted as a result of the confusion and hur- 
ry of its closing meeting. 

These amendments the grantees had declared 
themselves willing to accept as a condition of go- 
ing on with their railroad work, and Mr. Busch 
himself gave his pledge to the Mayor in writing 
that he would waive all technicalities and would 
accept them. 

In so far, therefore, as the bill proposes to com- 
plete: the intended expression of the original 
grant, its scope would be restricted to the terms 

get forth in the omitted amendments and in Mr. 
Busch’s written pledge of acceptance. 

The bill itself contains a clause declaring the 
city’s right of amendment, however, and under 
that clause it is possible for the Assembly to go 





ae much further, and to incorporate any sort of a 


provision for public benefit, which the grantees 

can, without any breach of good faith, decline. 
Such a declination would, in effect, amount to 2 
repeal of the grant. 

The Post-Dispatch opposed the measure consist- 
ently in all of its early forms, because, while it 
recognized tne city’s need for great handling facil- 
ities in its southern and southwestern districts, it 
believed that the facilities would be purchased at 
too high a price if the grantees were permitted to 
have the freedom of action which enabled the 
Terminal Association to put on St. Louis the great 
curse of the bridge arbitrary. It desired, more- 
over, to prevent, as far as possible, the exploita- 
tion of the city’s rights and properties through 
Speculative issues of watered stocks on the ¢com- 
pany’s holdings. To meet these objections, the 
amendments were prepared, which were subse- 
quently omitted. 


It seems to be admitted by the objectors to the | 


amendments that .he amendment which guards 
against another bridge arbitrary is a good one; 
but the amendment which gives the city the right 
to take possession at the erd of thirty-five years, 
on payment of cost price, with 6 per cent interest, 
is objected to on the ground that tne interest fea- 

e makes the price prohibitive, since if would 
mean two hundred and ten per cent of interest on 
cost. This may be a sound objection, but in con- 
sidering it, the Assembly should bear in mind that 
the provision, in the first place, makes it practical- 
ly impossible to sell speculative issues of stock, 
since speculators will not dea) in watered issues 
on property which is subject to seizureron the 
basis of a fixed cost and interest appraisemen: 
only. This is a sound and rate principle in mu- 
nicipal granis. 

As to the suggestion that ae and six per cent

According to dispatches from Wash- 
ington, the board has promulgated a 
decree which should be fatal to the pat- 
ent “succotash” which commercialism 
has inflicted upon us, and compel a re- 
turn to the pristine excellence of the 
dish which mother, especially mother 
in Missouri, used to make. 

According to the board, which seems 
to be as judicious in taste as Epicurus, 
the name succotash can by no means 
be applied to the common coficoction 
sold in restaurants and made from 
“soaked beans and soaked corn mixed 
together.’’ 

According to Webster and to mother’s 
recipe, the first requirement of succo- 
tash is that both the corn and beans 
should be fresh No dried corn soaked 
over night to make It soft, no Boston 
baked beans thawed out over the fire, 
are fit materials for succotash.

The 18,000 graves in the cemetery were 
strewn with flowers and each marked 
by a tiny American flag. 

A touching feature of the ceremony 
was the decoration of graves in the 
part of the cemetery where lie the Con- 
federate dead. The tombs of the “un- 
known dead” were decorated by a spe- 
cial committee and there the Marine 
Band played a dirge, the same program 
being followed in the section allotted to 
the Spanish War dead. A wreath was 
placed on the anchor of the Battleship 
Maine. 

Later, in the ampitheater, the 
pressive service for the soldier dead was 
conducted.
